land operations. 

Belief is general that the German* 
had the able assistance of jpies. 
The remarkable secrecy with which* 
the raid was executed is shown by 
the fact that not a singie incoming; 
vessel at any east coast port saw the 
German ships prior to their wJfam* 
appearance. 

The nearest parallel to Wednes - 
day's visit is found in the activities^ 
of John Paul Jones, terror of Eng - 
Ifsh shipping, who menaced English' 
coast towns in 177!). 

A majority of the victims at Hart- 
lepool were women and children. 
Fifteen schoolboys were killed by a 
single shell, only one boy in the 
group escaping. Ten persons were 
killed by the collapse of a building 
in which they had taken shelter. 

One shell damaged a building five* 
miles from shore. 

Land operations, however, as on. 
preceding days, have been of thtr 
utmost importance. The British. 
French and Belgian troops have con- 
tinued their offensive in the west ami 
according to the French official re- 
ports, have made further slight 
i.i ojrress. This w«s not accomplished, 
however, without foot by foot fight- 
ing. 

Along the coast of Flanders, where 
the allies are trying to push their 
lines forward from Nieuport, they 
have the assistance of the British 
Meet which violently bombarded 
Wattende, one of the many little 
coast towns which have suffered 
greatly since the commencement of 
the war. This attack, Berlin says, 
was without effect and the allies 
were repulsed. 

Further inland the French aleo- 
claim to have gained ground, al- 
though in a less marked degree than 
on previous days. In the Argonne 
there apparently has been a lull, but 
both in the Woevre and Alsace, the 
two other regions where severe 
fighting has been in progress for 
some time, the Germans appear t f 
have delivered counter attacks. 

In Poland preparations are being 
made for a new battle or series of 
battles. The Russians, according U> 
a former member of the cabinet at 
Petrograd. have decided despite thir 
disappointmcnt it must cause n 
withdraw their left wing at least ano' 
form a new line back in their own 
territory.

The method of gilding a picture 
frame or other similar surface. Is aa 
follows: The wood li first given a 
coat of oil paint, and from four to 
ten ooats of line whiting mixed with 
fine glue are put uu, each In Its turn 
being smoothed with fine sandpaper. 
This done, a coat of gold-slse Is given 
to those parts which are not to be 
burnished, but those which are, re- 
ceive only a coating of clear animal- 
size. The gold leaf Is then laid on. 
and burnished where desired. In- 
stead of real gold leaf, Dutch metal 
which is simply copper beaten Ilk* 
gold-leaf. Is sometimes used, as Is also 
the so«alled gold paint, which Is finely 
powdered brass or 
with sUe.

Independence, Mo, Dec. IB. — 
Frederick M. Smith, first counselor, 
was confirmed temporary president 
of the Reorganized Church of Jesus 
Christ of the Latter Day Saints, sue- 
eroding his father.
